COUNTRY HAS RECENTLY QUESTIONED THE EXTENT AND DEPTH OF

PANEL MET AT WHITE HOUSE SATURDAY TO COORDINATE POLICY

MULTIPLE WARHEADS, PROVIDED THERE IS ADEQUATE VERIFICA-

INGS. KISSINGER AND GROMYKO ARE NOT EXPECTED TO GET INTO

ON A POLITICAL COMPROMISE, WITH RESULTS TO BE REVIEWED BY 
ANOTHER WHITE HOUSE MEETING SATURDAY. MARDER ADDS 
AMERICAN OFFICIALS HAVE CHOSEN TO TREAT GROMYKO'S REMARKS

3. FRIDAY NYTIMES VIENNA SPECIAL REPORTED THAT KUZNETSOZ 
PRAISED AUSTRIAN NEUTRALITY. MENTIONED CSCE SPECIFICALLY 
AND STRESSED MOSCOW'S HOPE THAT THE SUCCESSFUL CONCLUSION 
OF THE CONFERENCE IN THE NEAR FUTURE AND AT THE HIGHEST 
LEVEL WILL DOUBTLESS SERVE AS A STABLE BASIS FOR PEACEFUL 
COEXISTENCE. SPECIAL ADDED ATTORNEY GENERAL LEVI 
SAID AUSTRIAN TREATY HAD PROVED ITSELF AS ONE OF THE MOST 
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SOLID AND SIGNIFICANT ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF POSTWAR DETENTE 
IN EUROPE; AND FRANCE'S ABELIN SPOKE SIMILARLY. 

4. COMMENT. MAY 6 SAN FRANCISCO CHRONICLE HAD EDITORIAL 
ON CURRENT REVIEW OF NPT IN GENEVA, NOTING RECENT WEAKEN- 
ING OF INTERNATIONAL CONTROL AND CONFINEMENT OF ATOM TO 
PEACEFUL USES ONLY, AND SAYING CHALLENGE OF KEEPING NPT 
STRONG IS GREATEST FOR SUPERPOWERS WHICH HAVE MOST TO 
LOSE BY SPREAD OF NUCLEAR CAPABILITIES TO LESS POWERFUL 
COUNTRIES. EDITORIAL SAYS OUTLOOK FOR NPT IS NOT 
WHOLLY BLEAK WITH CURRENT SAFEGUARD SYSTEM ACCEPTED BY 
THE HIGHLY ADVANCED NUCLEAR NATIONS AND WITH PROPOSALS FOR 
FURTHER TIGHTENING OF SAFEGUARDS PRESENTLY BEING OFFERED 
BY ELEVEN NATIONS. MAIN FLAW REMAINS PROBLEM OF ENFORCING 
PACT, AND PAPER AGREES WITH SMYTH THAT COMMUNITY OF 
NATIONS MUST BE WILLING TO TAKE NECESSARY ACTIONS TO DETER 
VIOLATORS IF PACT IS TO HAVE FORCE. INGERSOLL 
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
